Mercury Plunges In Fairbanks 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska (AP) — 


It's so cold they had to chop the 
cat out of the ice, the car radio 
goes "knock, knock" and pro. 
pane torches shoot liquid in- 
stead of fire. 


But Alaskans know how to 


cope with temperatures way be. 
low zero. They just stay indoors 
and go out only if it's necessary. 


Central Alaska is in the mid- 


dle of a frigid weather front that 
has sent temperatures tumbling 
like icicles in a spring thaw. It's 
been like that for three days. 


However, it's expected to 


warm up today to temperatures 
of 20 to 20 below. Comfortable 
enough to celebrate Alaska's 
10th 
year as a state today. 


Thursday evening the mercu- 


ry dropped to minus 56 and the 
overnight forecast called for a 
low of .65. The all-time low is 
-66 recorded on Jan. 14, 1934. 


Schools have shut down but 


it's business as usual in down, 
town Fairbanks. About 42 inches 
of snow covers the ground al- 
though no new snow has fallen 


in a week. 


Thick icefoghas cut visibility 


in some downtown areas to 10 
feet and has disrupted airline 
schedules. It's caused by warm 
air risingfrom the ground which 
turns to fog as it hits the 
frigid air. 


"Even with the minimal sun. 


light we get here. It's enough to 
warm the ground a bit and that 
causes the warm air to rise," 
Shane O'Neill, a Fairbanks rest, 
dent, said Thursday. 


The Weather Bureau said the 


average temperature for De« 
cember was -17.7 or 10 degrees 
colder than normal. The highest 
temperature for the month was 
36 degrees on Dec. 19. New 
Year's Day it was 60 below 
four degrees below the record 
for 
the day set in 1965. It 


warmed up Thursday to .59 
another record for the date. 


O'Neill said firemen had to 


free a cat after its paws became 
stuck in ground ice. 


" Apparently it licked its paws 


because they were so cold and 


when it set them down they 
froze to the ground," he said. 


And, in the icy conditions pro- 


pane gas turns to liquid. "One 
fellow was using a propane 
torch outside to try and thaw an 
oil line to his house. The flame 
stopped and liquid started sho- 
oting out," O'Neill said. 


The cold also flattens car 


tires bydecreasingtheairpres. 
sure inside. "It's like riding on 
square tires until they loosen 
up," 
said O'Neill. Motorists 


are advised to increase the air 
pressure. 


Even cars with special heat- 


ers that plug into outside out. 
lets won't work. 


"Unless they're 
inside a 


warm garage they won't "tart. I 
turned on my car radio today 
and it went knock, knock. It 
sounded like a hammer pound, 
ing on the thing. Later it warm. 
ed up and worked all right." 


Homeowners must constantly 


check fuel and water pipes. 


And precautions must be tak- 


en to guard against frostbitten 


ears. "It's very painful when 
they thaw out. They turn white, 
then after eight or 12 hours 
they're red and Lf you're lucky 
the outer skin wont peel off," 
O'Neill said.

Mercury Plunges In Fairbanks 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska (AP) - 
It’s so cold they had to chop the 
cat out of the ice, the car radio 
goes “ knock, knock” and pro­ 
pane torches shoot liquid irw 
stead of fire. 
But Alaskans know how to 
cope with temperatures way be­ 
low zero. They just stay indoors 
and go out only if it’s necessary. 
Central Alaska is in the mhW 
die of a frigid weather front that 
has sent temperatures tumbling 
like icicles in a spring thaw. It’s 
been like that for three days. 
However, 
it’s expected to 
warm up today to temperatures 
of 25 to 20 below. Comfortable 
enough to celebrate Alaska’s 
10th year as a state today. 
Thursday evening the mercu­ 
ry dropped to minus 56 and the 
overnight forecast called for a 
low of -65. The all-time low is 
-66 recorded on Jan. 14, 1934. 
Schools have shut down but 
it’s business as usual in down­ 
town F airbanks. About 42 inches 
of snow covers the ground al­ 
though no new snow has fallen 


in a week. 
Thick ice fog has cut visibility 
in some downtown areas to 10 
feet and has disrupted airline 
schedules. It’s caused by warm 
air risingfrom the ground which 
turns to fog as it hits the 
frigid air. 
“ Even with the minimal sun­ 
light we get here. It’s enough to 
warm the ground a bit and that 
causes the warm air to rise,” 
Shane O’Neill, a Fairbanks resi­ 
dent, said Thursday. 
The Weather Bureau said the 
average temperature for De­ 
cember was -17.7 or 10degrees 
colder than normal. The highest 
temperature for the month was 
36 degrees on Dec. 19. New 
Year’s Day it was 60 below 
four degrees below the record 
for the day set in 1965. It 
warmed up Thursday to -59 
another record for the date. 
O’Neill said firemen had to 
free a cat after its paws became 
stuck in ground ice. 
“ Apparently it licked its paws 
because they were so cold and 


when it set them down they 
froze to the ground,” he said. 
And, in the Icy conditions pro­ 
pane gas turns to liquid. “ One 
fellow was using a propane 
torch outside to try and thaw an 
oil line to his house. The flame 
stopped and liquid started sho­ 
oting out,” O'Neill said. 
The cold also flattens car 
tires by decreasing the air pres­ 
sure inside. “ It’s like ridingon 
square tires until they loosen 
up,” said O’Neill. Motorists 
are advised to increase the air 
pressure. 
Even cars with special heat­ 
ers that plug into outside out­ 
lets won’t work. 
“ Unless they’re 
inside 
a 
warm garage they won’t start. I 
turned on my car radio today 
and it went knock, knock. It 
sounded like a hammer pound­ 
ing on the thing. Later it warm­ 
ed up and worked all right.” 
Homeowners must constantly 
check fuel and water pipes. 
And precautions must be tak­ 
en to guard against frostbitten 


ears. “ It’s very painful when 
they thaw out. They turn white, 
then after eight or 12 hours 
they’re red and if you’re lucky 
the outer skin won’t peel off,” 
O’Neill said.

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Senator Kennedy Gains Support 
In Bid To Knock Russell B. Long 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)- 
Sen. 


Edward M. Kennedy of Massa- 
chusetts unseated Louisiana's 
Russell B. Long today as the 
assistant Democratic leader of 
the Senate. 


Kennedy's come-from-behind 


victory could help to propel him 
along the road to the White 
House and gives Democratic 
liberals a greater voice in the 
Senate's high command. 


At a conference of Democrat- 
ic senators just before the start 
of the 91st Congress, Kennedy 
out polled Long by a vote of 31 to 
26, Senators reported. 


Long, chairman of the power- 


ful Senate Finance Committee, 
had held the post of assistant 
leader —or party whip — since 
1965 when he was elected to sue - 
ceed Hubert H. Humphrey. 
The closed -door conference of 


Democratic senators was still 
in progress when a number ol 
senators came out and passed 
the word to newsmen that Ken- 
nedy had won on the secret 
oallot. 
Maryland's Joseph D. Tydings 


Thursday made an unqualified 
prediction that Kennedy would 
win. Important senators giving 
Kennedy late endorsements in- 
cluded Albert Gore of Tennes- 
see, Fred Harris of Oklahoma, 
Daniel K. Inouye and Abraham 
Ribicoff of Connecticut. 


The 36-year-old Massachus- 
etts senator, last of the Ken- 
nedy brothers, had said that he 
didn't know how he would fare 
at the Democratic conference 
held just before the opening 
of the 91 st Congress. 


Long, the assistantDemocrat- 


ic leader — or party whip — 
since 1965, also had said he 
believed he had the support to 
win re-election. 


Long, also chairman of the 


powerful Senate finance com- 
mittee, had the advantage of an 
early start in lining up com- 
mitments as well as the ap- 
parently solid support of his 
Southern colleagues. He is from 
Louisiana. 


Kennedy's 
candidacy 
was 


seen by some as a rally ing point 
lor liberals but personal rela- 
tionships entwined with politi- 
cal pressures and ideologies 
blurred it as a liberal-conser- 
vative contest. 
A veteran Southern Democrat 
supporting Long said privately 
he thought Kennedy rmgtit well 
have swept to victory had lie 
not waited until last Monday to 
announce his candidacy. 


In getting into the race, Ken- 


nedy, who entered the Senate in 
1962 said that with a Republican 
taking over the White House the 
Democrats 
in Congress have 


an obligation "to present the 
best possible programs in keep- 
ing with our Historic role as 
the partyof progress and change 
in the United States." 


Long, 
a 20-year-Old Senate 


veteran, said the "super lib- 
erals" were behind Kennedy's 
move to topple him as whip. 
There were no challenges to 
re-election of Sen. Mike Mans- 
field of Montana as the Dem- 
ocratic leader and Robert C. 
Byrd of West Virginia as sec- 
retary of the Democratic con- 
ference, the No. 3 leadership 
post. 


Kennedy's 
late 
entry as a 


candidate for whip came after 
Edmund Muskie said he was not 
interested in the post, a job 
that involves rounding up votes 
and keeping an eye on floor 
proceedings. 
In the past not 


much glamour or publicity was 
attached to it. 
In announcing as a candidate, 


Kennedy said he had the bless- 
ings 
and 
support of Vice 


President Hubert H. Humph- 
rey, the party's nominee for 
president last year, and also of 
Muskie, the vice presidential 
candidate.

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Why Not Pictures? 


A Los Angeles judge has denied a request that the trial of Sir- 


han Blshara Sirhan be video-taped and preserved for the "benefit 
of history," explaining that he is "definitely of the opinion" that 
the video taping "would be in direct violation of the rules of the 
judicial council." 


That brings up a closely related question which we believe the 


American public and not the judicial council should decide. Is there 
any sound reason why photographs should not be taken in court- 
rooms while trials are in progress? We do not believe there is. 


We are referring to still pictures made with a silent, fast- 


lens camera which does not make use of flash or artificial light 
of any type in addition to the normal room lighting. It has been 
demonstrated again and again that such pictures can be taken 
without anyone in the courtroom realizing it. 


A number of so-called arguments have been advanced in sup- 


port of the no-pictures rule, the most frequently parroted being 
that having a photographer present would turn the members of the 
bar into a band of smirking ham actors. We think that, in the first 
place, this is a disservice to the legal profession, and that in the 
second place if there are potential hams among them they will be 
hams for courtroom audiences and reporters. 


We suggest some thought on the matter well in advance of next 


election. 


An Intriguing Question 


It is hard to know what to make of the results of a Gallup poll 


comparing Americans' religious beliefs with those of people in 
11 other countries. The outcome of the survey is plain enough: 
a higher proportion of us than of people in the other countries — 
very substantially higher, in some instances — believe in God, in 
life after death, and in the devil. Why this should be so is another 
matter. 


The discrepancies are enormous.For example, whereas among 


Americans 98 per cent say they believe in God, only 60 per cent 
Of the Swedes, 73 per cent of the Norwegians and 77 per cent of the 
British hold this belief. In France only 17 per cent and in Sweden 
only 21 per cent say they believe in the devil, a belief shared by 
six out of every 10 Americans. 


Superficial and perhaps self-serving conclusions come easy: 


Americans are simply more steadfast in their religious tradition, 
clinging to the beliefs which enabled their forefathers to make this 
a great country — and so on. But superficial explanations of such 
a complex phenomenon as religious conviction are not satisfying. 
The poll, we submit, suggestsamostintriguingsubject for sociol- 
ogical study.

He held the pulse of the se- 
verely sick child, giving com- 
fort by his presence to the 
parents who anxiously sur- 
rounded him. 


This doctor had to know all 


the answers to immediate and 
urgent medical problems. His 
strength came from his inner 
security baaed on y e a r s of 
medical practice and an intui- 
tive judgment about all fam- 
ily problems. 


In 
reality this charming 


image has become magnified 
by distances in time. Today, 
many people believe they are 
deprived because the general 
practitioner is no longer avail- 
able as a bulwark of depend- 
ability for the maintenance of 
the total health of the entire 
family. 


Actually, today's f a m i l y 


physician incorporates all of 
the kindnesses and understand- 
ing of the horse and buggy 
G. P., except that there is now 
a gigantic expansion, of the 
horizon of his knowledge. The 
fact that he now travels in an 
air-conditioned, lilgh-powered 
convertible in no way modifies 
his stability as the very center 
of the health of the community 
he lives in. He la endowed with 
all of the same qualities of the 
general physician who prac- 
ticed at the turn of the cen- 
tury, couoled with the newer 
knowledge of antlbiotica and 
hormone* that changed the 
method* of 
modem 
treat- 


ment. 
The American Academy of 


Oen«r»l Practice U a raat or- 


ganization of more than thirty 
thousand physicians who are 
identified with the very spe- 
cial talent of being family 
doctors. It is they who most 
frequently are called on to 
make the most vital decisions 
about the physical and emo- 
tional problems of patients 
and their families. By their 
training: and skill they truly 
must be classed as specialists 
and must be encouraged to 
stimulate 
the 
interests of 


younger physicians in a spe-

Certainly I 
have at times been disappoint- 
ed, but then I am not certain 
that I have not on occasion 
been disappointed In myself. 
The general structure of the

WASHINGTON— A flagrant 


case of Israeli instrusion into 
American politics has just come 
to light. The Israeli Consul Gen* 
eral in New York, Michael Ar. 
non, arranged to have a special 
Israeli award given to Hamil. 
ton Fish, notorious isolation. 
1st ex.Congressman, at the very 
time Fish's son, Hamilton Fish, 
Jr., was running for Congress 
on the Republican ticket in the 
28th district of New York. 


Since young Fish's margin 


was close—two per cent over 
Democrat John Dyson— it's pos- 
sible the Israeli award was the 
deciding factor in Fish's vie. 
tory. 


The irony is that Ham Fish 


was a great defender of the Hit- 
ler regime when in Congress, 
and rented his home in Man. 
hattan to the Nazi Consul Gen- 
eral. He was one of the origi- 
nators of the House Un-Ameri. 
can Activities Committee, and 
conducted various witch-hunts 
against liberals, meanwhile in- 
troducing statements in the Con- 
gressional Record favorable to 
such fascist organizations as 
the Silver Shirts. 


Fish was also a leader of the 


America Firsters, strongly op- 
posed American involvement in 
the war against Hitler, voted 
against the draft and other mea- 
sures to prepare for the war. 
H a n s 
Thompson, 
German 


Charge D'Affaires in those pre- 
war years, sent a disptach to 
Foreign Minister Ribbentrop in 
Berlin describing Fish as giv. 
ing him great help. The same 
Thompson 
described 
Drew 


Pearson as "one of the nega- 
tive 
newspaper 
influences" 


as far as Nazi Germany was 
concerned. 


Despite this record, Israeli 


Consul Arnon bypassed the Is- 
raeli embassy in Washington 
and appealed direct to Jerusa- 
lem for a special award for Ham 
Fish. It was okayed by Pre- 
mier Eshkol. 


The award was considered so 


important politically that a spe- 
cial ceremony was staged to- 
ward the climax of Ham Fish, 
Jr's., campaign for Congress, 
at which his father was pre. 
sented with the award by Con- 
sul General Arnon. The two 
leading Republican Jews of New 
York State, Sen. Jacob Javits 
and Attornev General Louis Lef- 
kowitz, were present to make 
the occasion more important. 


Arnon obviously knew that an 


Israeli award to Fish would take 
the sting out of pro-Nazi criti- 
cism, and wanted to help the 
Republicans get control of Con- 
gress. Arnon has now been re- 
called to Jerusalem where he 
has been appointed Secretary 
of the Israeli Cabinet—a pro- 
motion. 


AMERICAN JEWS WORRY 


Many American Jewish lead- 


ers are troubled over Israel's 
tough retaliatory tactics in the 
bombing of the Beirut airport. 


The latter is recognized as 


a brilliant and daring piece of 
commando strategy which em- 
phasized the power of Israel to 
carry out the old testament doc- 
trine of an eye-for-an-eye pun* 
ishment for those who attack 
or sabotage Israel. Yet the 
long range aftermaths could be 
serious. 


Already there are indications 


of two important repercussions: 


1. The hardening of anti-Is- 


rael opinion in the moderate 
Arab world. 


2. Loss of Israeli goodwill in 


the United States. If the eye. 
for.an-eye policy were adopted 
by Washington, it's pointed out, 
we would have bombed Jordan 
in retaliation for the murder 
of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy by 
a Jordanian citizen in Los An- 
geles. 


Regarding the first, Lebanon 


has always been considered one 
of the more moderate Arab 
states, in fact the only mod- 
erate state on Israel's borders. 
Lebanon's population is almost 
50 per cent Christian, and not 
as hostile toward the Jews as 
Moslem Arabs. 


In fact, Lebanon was believed 


one of the countries which might 
line up with President Bourgui-

ba of Tunisia, tbe Shah of Iran, 
and King Hussein of Jordan la 
working out a permanent peace. 


However, tbe commando raid 


on the Beirut airport has blown 
all this up in smoke. Nor will 
it now be possible to get peace 
support from tbe other mod* 
erate Moslems. The Beirut raid 
has played right into the hands of 
the militants. If s considered 
highly doubtful that President 
Nasser, who has been much 
more moderate of late, will con* 
tinue such a line. 


U.S. RESENTMENT 


In the United States, however, 


the long range repercussions 
from the Beirut Airport raid 
may be even more serious; for 
in the United States there has 
been a great reservoir of good* 
will for Israel without which it 
would be impossible for Israel 
to exist. 


Not only does Israel's balance 


of funds come from American 
Jews, but also, in recentyears, 
from 
non-Jewish 
American 


banks and investors. Non-Jew, 
ish money has been raised be- 
cause the Israeli government 
has won confidence as a place of 
sound 
investment. This can 


readily be dispelled, however, 
by a hard-nosed policy which 
kills the chances of peace. 


Fortunately, 
anti-Semitism 


has largely disappeared in the 
United States except from the 
right wing. However, American 
Jewish leaders fear it could 
come back. 


After the assassination of Dr. 


Martin Luther King by a white 
man in Memphis, the eye-for«an- 
eye retaliation by a minority of 
Negroes burning such cities as 
Washington, 
Baltimore, and 


Kansas City seriously hurt the 
Negro cause. The people whose 
businesses were burned in these 
cities, many of them Jewish, 
had nothing to do with the mur* 
der of Dr. King, and they were 
bitter over Negro militant re- 
venge. 


Moderate Jews fear that the 


repercussions from a militant 
segment of Jews in Israel may 
likewise hurt not only Israel but 
other Jews all over the world.

THE LESSON OF THE PUEBLO 
Commander Bucher, we all 
now know, was told to perform 
an act of disloyalty to his coun- 
try, or to preside over the 
liquidation of all the mem- 
bers of the Pueblo's crew, one 
at a time; one each day. The 
commander replied heroically 
— let the Communists shoot him 
first, and thus relieve him of the 
responsibility 
of either be- 


traying his country or effecting 
the murder of his command. No, 
said the North Koreans. Where- 
upon Commander Bucher signed 
the travesty. 


The United States Government, 
presented with the document and 
no doubt exhausted by the fail- 
ures of conventional diplomacy, 
yielded to the blackmail and 
"apologized" for the Pueblo's 
transgression, 


I note the fate of Anthony Grey, 


an English journalist. You will 
remember that about 15 years 
ago the British carefully ex- 
plained to us that they were 
recognizing the government of 
Red China on the grounds that 
you cannot ignore a billion peo- 
ple and anyway it is important 
to have available to a govern- 
ment the diplomatic channels 
through which to transact nec- 
essary business. It is interest- 
ing how smoothly the United 
States is able to negotiate the 
release of our hijacked air- 
planes In Havana notwithstand- 
ing that we have no representa- 
tives in that country, which 
we do not recognize diplomati- 
cally. By contrast, the English 
have had no success at all in at- 
tempting to achieve the release 
of Anthony Grey. 


What did Mr. Grey do? Noth- 
ing, nothing at all. But he was 
put in house arrest 17 months 
ago in retaliation for the arrest 
during the Hong Kong riots of 
left-journalists who had de- 
fled emergency regulations. 


"House arrest" describes the 
situation of Anthony Grey about 
the way that "involuntary de- 
tention" would describe Buch- 
enwald. His "house" is a single 
room smaller than the death 
cell in the Trenton Penitentiary. 
Ke is permitted one letter a 
month from his mother and one 
from his girl, and these are left 
tantalizingly undelivered 
for 


days within his view. His ex- 
tensive library upstairs is lar- 
gely unavailable to him because 
his guards require him exactly 
to render the title of the book 
he desires, e. g., if you ask for 
"Wedemeyer Reports" by Gen- 
eral A. C. Wedemeyer they tell 


you they have no such book, 
because in fact it is called 
• 'Wedemeyer ReportsI" 
The imprisoned Hong Kong 
leftists were released ages a- 
go, but never mind, there are 
now 13 other Communists who 
have been arrested for breaking 
the law. Hong Kong refuses to 
release them, and presumably 
that decision was reached in 
Whitehall for the obvious rea- 
son, tt the British release the 
prisoners in order te release 
Anthony Grey (and those are 
Peking's 
terms), 
then they 


might as well grant permanent 
immunity to any Hong Kong 
rioter. Because there will al- 
ways be Anthony Grey around 
for Peking to torture. 


The government of the United 
States 
quickly released the 


terms of its dilemma. And, no 
doubt, the knowing world was 
disposed to believe Washing- 
ton. Even so there was damage 
done. Even if every single hu- 
man being in the world accepted 
it as an article of faith that the 
Pueblo had done nothing illegal, 
every person in the world knows 
that the United States Govern- 
ment was required to do some- 
thing that it most deeply desir- 
ed not to do. And the humbling 
of great powers is an exercise 
to which lesser powers are 
greatly tempted. Commander 
Bucher and Anthony Grey are 
mighty Instruments of their tor- 
mentors, for whom the value of 
face exactly complements the 
ignominy of humiliation. 
Commander Bucher was right 
to do what he did: his conduct, 
from all we know of it, was ex- 
emplary. The United States 
Government was wrong. The 
British Government, so naive 
in its faith that recognition of 
Red China would bringon diplo- 
matic amenities, is right in de- 
clining the terms of Anthony 
Grey's release. Through it all 
we need to keep re minding our- 
selves that we are dealing not 
merely with unscrupulous mer- 
chants of power, but with sad- 
ists. 
The treatment of Bucher et al 


was unrelated to the goal of ex- 
tracting the confession from the 
commander. He signed that 
paper not because he had been 
beaten, but because he chose 
not to permit his companions 
to be executed. What is the rea- 
son for failing to hand over to 
Anthony Grey his letter from 
his mother when it arrives? 
But they are not masochists. 
Gawd, I hope Nixon knows that.

A Los Angeles judge has denied a request that the tria l of S ir- 
han B lshara Sirhan be video-taped and preserved for the “ benefit 
of history,” explaining that he is “ definitely of the opinion” that 
the video taping “ would be in d irect violation of the rules of the 
judicial council.” 


That brings up a closely related question which we believe the 
American public and not the judicial council should decide. Is there 
any sound reason why photographs should not be taken in court­ 
rooms while tria ls are in p rogress? We do not believe there is. 


We are referring to still pictures made with a silent, fast- 
lens cam era which does not make use of flash or artificial light 
of any type in addition to the norm al room lighting. It has been 
dem onstrated again and again that such pictures can be taken 
without anyone in the courtroom realizing it. 


A number of so-called argum ents have been advanced in sup­ 
port of the no-pictures rule, tlie m ost frequently parroted being 
that having a photographer present would turn the m em bers of the 
bar into a band of sm irking ham ac to rs. We think that, in the fLrst 
place, this is a disservice to the legal profession, and that in the 
second place if there are potential ham s among them they will be 
hams for courtroom audiences and re p o rte rs. 


We suggest some thought on the m atter well in advance of next 
election. 


An Intriguing Question 


It is hard to know what to make of the resu lts of a Gallup poll 
com paring Americans* religious beliefs with those of people in 
11 other countries. The outcom e of the survey is plain enough: 
a higher proportion of us than of people in the other countries — 
very substantially higher, in some instances — believe in God, in 
life after death, and in the devil. Why this should be so is another 
m atter. 


The discrepancies are enorm ous. F o r exam ple, w hereas among 
A m ericans 98 per cent say they believe in God, only 60 per cent 
of the Swedes, 73 per cent of the Norwegians and 77 per cent of the 
B ritish hold this belief. In F rance only 17 per cent and in Sweden 
only 21 per cent say they believe in the devil, a belief shared by 
six out of every 10 A m ericans. 


Superficial and perhaps self-serving conclusions come easy: 
A m ericans are simply m ore steadfast in their religious tradition, 
clinging to the beliefs winch enabled their forefathers to make this 
a great country — and so on. But superficial explanations of such 
a complex phenomenon as religious conviction are not satisfying. 
The poll, we submit, suggests a m ost intriguing subject for sociol­ 
ogical study.

practice. Too often the truly 
great accom plishm ents of the 
family physician is lost in the 
shadows of the so-called glam ­ 
our of the sophisticated spe­ 
cialist.

one’s growing family. Many 
of these memories seem to 
m erge with the characteristic 
p o rtra it of the grey bearded, 
gentle eyed man who traveled 
the country roads in a modest­ 
ly elegant horse and buggy. 
He held the pulse of the se­ 
verely sick child, giving com­ 
fo rt by his presence to the 
parents who anxiously sur­ 
rounded him. 
This doctor had to know all 
the answ ers to im m ediate and 
u rgent medical problems. His 
strength came from his inner 
security based on y e a r s of 
m edical practice and an intui­ 
tive judgm ent about all fam ­ 
ily problems. 
In 
reality 
th is 
charm ing 
im age has become magnified 
by distances in tim e. Today, 
m any people believe they are 
deprived because the general 
practitioner is no longer avail­ 
able as a bulw ark of depend­ 
ability for the m aintenance of 
the to tal health of the entire 
fam ily. 
A ctually, today’s f a m i l y 
physician incorporates all of 
the kindnesses and understand­ 
ing of the horse and buggy 
G. P., except th a t there is now 
a gigantic expansion of the 
horizon of his knowledge. The 
fact th a t he now travels in an 
air-conditioned, 
high-powered 
convertible in no w ay modifies 
his stability as th e very center 
of the health of th e com m unity 
he lives in. He is endowed w ith 
all of the sam e qualities of the 
general physician who prac­ 
ticed a t the tu rn of the cen­ 
tury, coupled w ith the new er 
knowledge of antibiotics and 
horm ones th a t changed the 
methods 
of 
modem 
treat 
rnant. 
The American Academy of 
General Practice is a vast or­ 


ganization of m ore th an thirty 
thousand physicians who are 
identified w ith the very spe­ 
cial talent of being fam ily 
doctors. It is they who m ost 
frequently are called on to 
make the m ost vital decisions 
about the physical and em o­ 
tional 
problem s 
of patients 
and their fam ilies. By their 
training and skill they truly 
m ust be classed as specialists 
and m ust be encouraged to 
stim ulate 
the 
interests 
of 
younger physicians in a spe­ 
cialty 
th a t 
brings 
m utual 
happiness to patients and to 
doctors. 
The A m erican Academ y has 
established rigid law s which 
make it im perative for all of 
their physician 
m em bers to 
continue 
to 
study 
and 
be 
tested a t regular intervals to 
be certain there is no lapse in 
their knowledge of scientific 
progress. 
The fam ily physician repre­ 
sents a solid colum n of sup­ 
port for those whose lives are 
distorted by em otional stress 
and 
psychological 
problems. 
They are trained to recognize 
em otional illness, to e x tra c t it 
from t h e i r p atien ts and to 
identify it w ith physical com ­ 
plaints. The essence of the 
healing 
a rt 
of 
medicine 
is 
sym pathetic 
understanding, 
coupled w ith the ability to 
m inister to the physical needs 
of those whose health and des­ 
tiny are entrusted in him. 
As a practising physician in 
a medical specialty, I have 
never ceased to w onder how' 
the general fam ily physician 
can accum ulate so m uch know­ 
ledge and dispense it w ith ac­ 
curacy, reliability, w arm th and 
good judgm ent. 
C ertainly I 
have at tim es been disappoint­ 
ed, but then I am not certain 
that I have not on occasion 
been disappointed in myself. 
The general stru ctu re of the 
fam ily physician fits into a 
modern m edical architecture 
th a t does not need the memory 
of a past to support its pres­ 
ent vitality.

to light. The Israeli Consul Gen. 
eral in New York, Michael A r. 
non, arranged to have a special 
Israeli award given to H am il. 
ton Fish, notorious isolation. 
1st ex-Congressm an, at the very 
tim e F ish’s son, Hamilton Fish, 
J r., was running for Congress 
on the Republican ticket in the 
28th d istrict of New York. 
Since young F ish’s m argin 
was close—two per cent over 
Democrat John Dyson— it’s pos. 
sible the Israeli award was the 
deciding factor in F ish’s vie. 
tory. 
The irony is that Ham Fish 
was a great defender of the H it. 
ler regim e when in C ongress, 
and rented his home in Man. 
hattan to the Nazi Consul Gen. 
eral. He w as one of the origi­ 
nators of the House U n-A m en. 
can Activities Com mittee, and 
conducted various witch-hunts 
against liberals, meanwhile in­ 
troducing statem ents in the Corw 
gressional Record favorable to 
such fascist organizations as 
the Silver Shirts. 
Fish was also a leader of the 
Am erica F irs te rs, strongly op­ 
posed Am erican involvement in 
the war against H itler, voted 
against the draft and other m ea. 
sures to prepare for the w ar. 
H a n s 
Thompson, 
Germ an 
Charge D*Affaires in those p re- 
war y ears, sent a disptach to 
Foreign M inister Ribbentrop in 
Berlin describing Fish as giv- 
ing him great help. The sam e 
Thompson 
described 
Drew 
P earson as “ one of the nega­ 
tive 
newspaper 
influences” 
as far as Nazi Germany w as 
concerned. 
Despite this record, Israeli 
Consul Arnon bypassed the Is­ 
raeli em bassy in Washington 
and appealed direct to Je ru sa . 
lem for a special award for Ham 
Fish. It was okayed by P re­ 
m ier Eshkol. 


The award was considered so 
important politically that a spe­ 
cial ceremony was staged to­ 
ward the clim ax of Ham F ish, 
J r ’s., campaign for C ongress, 
at which his father w as pre­ 
sented with tlie award by Con. 
sul 
General Arnon. The two 
leading Republican Jews of New 
York State, Sen. Jacob Ja v its 
and Attornev General Louis Lef- 
kowitz, w ere present to make 
the occasion more im portant. 
Arnon obviously knew that an 
Israeli award to Fish would take 
the sting out of pro-Nazi c riti­ 
cism , and wanted to help the 
Republicans get control of Con­ 
gress. Arnon has now been re­ 
called to Jerusalem w here he 
has been appointed S ecretary 
of tlie Israeli Cabinet— a pro­ 
motion. 


AMERICAN JEWS WORRY 
Many American Jew ish lead, 
ers are troubled over Is ra e l’s 
tough retaliatory tactics in the 
bombing of the Beirut a irp o rt. 
Tlie latter is recognized as 
a brilliant and daring piece of 
commando strategy which em ­ 
phasized the power of Isra e l to 
carry out the old testam ent doc. 
trine oí an eye-for-an-eye purw 
ishment for those who attack 
or sabotage 
Israel. 
Y et 
the 
long range afterm aths could be 
serious. 
Already there are indications 
of two im portant repercussions: 
1. The hardening of anti-Is. 
rael opinion in the m oderate 
Arab world. 
2. Loss of Israeli goodwill in 
the United States. If the eye- 
for-an-eye policy w ere adopted 
by Washington, it’s pointed out, 
we would have bombed Jo rd an 
in retalitation for the m urder 
of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy by 
a Jordanian citizen in Los Aiw 
geles. 
Regarding the first, Lebanon 
has always been considered one 
of 
the 
m ore moderate Arab 
states, 
in fact the only mod­ 
erate state on Israel’s b o rd ers. 
Lebanon’s population is alm ost 
50 per cent Christian, and not 
as hostile toward the Jew s as 
Moslem A rabs. 
In fact, Lebanon was believed 
one of tlie countries which might 
line up with President Bourgui-

ba of Tunisia, the Shah of Iran, 
and King Hussein of Jordan in 
working out a perm anent peace. 
However, the commando raid 
on the B eirut airp o rt has blown 
all this up in sm oke. Nor will 
it now be possible to get peace 
support from the other mod­ 
erate M oslem s. The B eirut raid 
has played right into the hands of 
the m ilitants. It’s considered 
highly doubtful that President 
N asser, who has been much 
m ore m oderate of late, will con­ 
tinue such a line. 


U.S. RESENTMENT 
In the United States, however, 
the long range repercussions 
from tlie Beirut A irport raid 
may be even m ore serious; for 
in the United States there has 
been a great rese rv o ir of good­ 
will for Israel without which it 
would be im possible for Israel 
to exist. 


Not only does Isra e l’s balance 
of funds come from American 
Jew s, but also, in recent years, 
from 
non-Jewish 
American 
banks and investors. Non-Jew­ 
ish money has been raised be­ 
cause the Israeli government 
has won confidence as a place of 
sound 
investm ent. This can 
readily be dispelled, however, 
by a hard-nosed policy which 
k ills the chances of peace. 


Fortunately, 
anti-Semitism 
has largely disappeared in the 
United States except from the 
right wing. However, American 
Jew ish leaders fear it could 
come back. 


After the assassination of Dr. 
M artin Luther King by a white 
man in Memphis, the eye-for-an- 
eye retaliation by a m inority of 
Negroes burning such cities as 
Washington, 
B altim ore, 
and 
K ansas City seriously hurt the 
Negro cause. The people whose 
businesses w ere burned in these 
cities, many of them Jewish, 
had nothing to do with the m ur­ 
der of Dr. King, and they w ere 
b itter over Negro m ilitant re . 
venge. 
M oderate Jew s fear that the 
repercussions from a m ilitant 
segm ent of Jews in Israel may 
likew ise hurt not only Israel but 
other Jews all over the world.

THE LESSON OF THE PUEBLO 
Com mander 
Bucher, 
we all 
now know, was told to perform 
an act of disloyalty to his coun­ 
try , 
or 
to preside 
over the 
liquidation of all the m em ­ 
b ers of the Pueblo’s crew , one 
at a tim e; one each day. The 
com m ander replied heroically 
— let the Com m unists shoot him 
firs t, and thus relieve him of tlie 
responsibility 
of 
either be­ 
traying his country or effecting 
the m urder of his command. No, 
said the North K oreans. W here­ 
upon Com mander Bucher signed 
the travesty. 
The United States Government, 
presented with tlie document and 
no doubt exhausted by the fail­ 
u res of conventional diplomacy, 
yielded to the blackm ail and 
“ apologized” for the Pueblo’s 
transgression. 
I note the fate of Anthony G rey, 
an English journalist. You will 
rem em ber that about 15 years 
ago the B ritish carefully ex ­ 
plained to us that they were 
recognizing the government of 
Red China on the grounds that 
you cannot ignore a billion peo­ 
ple and anyway it is im portant 
to have available to a govern­ 
ment the diplomatic channels 
through which to transact nec­ 
essary business. It is Interest­ 
ing how smoothly the United 
States Is able to negotiate tlie 
release of our hijacked a ir­ 
planes in Havana notwithstand­ 
ing that we have no rep resen ta­ 
tives in that country, which 
we do not recognize diplom ati­ 
cally. By contrast, the English 
have had no success at all in a t­ 
tem pting to achieve the release 
of Anthony G rey. 
What did Mr. Grey do? Noth­ 
ing, nothing at all. But he was 
put in house a rre st 17 montlis 
ago in retaliation for the a rre st 
during the Hong Kong rio ts of 
left-journalists who had d e­ 
fied em ergency regulations. 
“ House a rre s t” describes tlie 
situation of Anthony Grey about 
the way that “ involuntary de­ 
tention” would describe Buch- 
enwald. His “ house” is a single 
room sm aller than the death 
cell in the Trenton Penitentiary. 
He is perm itted one letter a 
month from his mother and one 
from his girl, and these are left 
tantallzlngly 
undelivered 
for 
days within his view. His ex­ 
tensive library upstairs is la r ­ 
gely unavailable to him because 
his guards require him exactly 
to render the title of the book 
he d esires, e. g., if you ask for 
“ W edemeyer R eports” by Gen­ 
e ra l A. C. Wedemeyer they tell 


you they have no such book, 
because in fact it is called 
“ Wedemeyer R eports!” 
The im prisoned Hong Kong 
leftists were released ages a - 
go, but never mind, there are 
now 13 other Com m unists who 
have been arrested for breaking 
the law. Hong Kong refuses to 
release them, and presum ably 
that decision was reached in 
Whitehall for the obvious re a ­ 
son. If the B ritish release the 
p riso n ers in o rd er to release 
Anthony Grey (and those are 
Peking’s 
term s), 
then they 
might as well grant perm anent 
immunity to any Hong Kong 
rio te r. Because there will a l­ 
ways be Anthony Grey around 
for Peking to to rtu re. 


The government of the United 
S t a t e s 
quickly released the 
term s of its dilem m a. And, no 
doubt, the knowing world was 
disposed to believe W ashing­ 
ton. Even so there was damage 
done. Even if every single hu­ 
man being in the world accepted 
It as an article of faith that tlie 
Pueblo had done nothing illegal, 
every person In the world knows 
that tlie United States Govern­ 
ment was required to do som e­ 
thing that it m ost deeply d e s ir­ 
ed not to do. And the humbling 
of great powers is an exercise 
to 
which 
le sse r powers are 
greatly tempted. Com m ander 
Bucher and Anthony Grey are 
mighty instrum ents of their to r­ 
m entors, for whom the value of 
face exactly com plem ents tlie 
ignominy of hum iliation. 


Com mander Bucher was right 
to do what he did: his conduct, 
from all we know of it, was ex­ 
em plary. 
The 
United States 
Governm ent 
was 
wrong. The 
B ritish G overnm ent, 
so naive 
In its faith that recognition of 
Red China would bring on diplo­ 
m atic am enities, is right in d e­ 
clining the term s of Anthony 
G rey’s release. Through it all 
we need to keep re minding o u r­ 
selves that we a re dealing not 
m erely with unscrupulous m e r­ 
chants of power, but with sad­ 
ists. 
The treatm ent of Bucher et al 
was unrelated to the goal of ex ­ 
tracting the confession from tlie 
com m ander. 
He 
signed that 
paper not because he had been 
beaten, but because he chose 
not to perm it his companions 
to be executed. What is the r e a ­ 
son for failing to hand over to 
Anthony Grey his letter from 
h is m other when it arriv es? 
But they are not m asochists. 
Gawd, I hope Nixon knows that.

Churches' 
Emphasis 
Changing

NEW YORK (AP) — "For I 


was hungry and you gave me 
food, I was thirsty and you gave 
me drink, I was a stranger and 
you welcomed me, I was naked 
and you clothed me, I was in 
prison and you came to me." 


Who is that unfortunate one, 


described in Matthew 25, sufi» 
fering all these miseries? 


His identity is the strange 


"paradox which is Christian* 
ity," says the Rev. Peter J. 
Riga, a Catholic theologian of 
St. Mary's College in Califor- 
nia. "The poor man is Christ. 
And the Christian who fails to 
see this will never see Christ," 


As be himself put it, peoples 


response to him is synonymous 
with their conduct toward the 
world's needy. "Truly, I say to 
you," he said, "as you did it to 
one of the least of these, my 
brethren, you did it to me." 


That is considered the kernel 


of active regard for Jesus. And 
today, after two millennia of the 
faith, the churches are intensi- 
fying their concentration on that 
point, in ways and to an extent 
unmatched before. 


"The major development of 


1968 was the deepening involve, 
ment of the churches at places 
of human suffering," says the 
Rev. Dr. Eugene L. Sm<th, head 
of the New York office of the 
World Council of Churches, in a 
yearend summary. 


The mounting operations on 


this front are adding a new di- 
mension to the old-style prac- 
tices of individual charity by 
moving toward allaying the con- 
ditions that kppp masses in des- 
titution and despair. 


"Charity, though always good, 
is not enough," says the Rev. 
Dr. Elijah Blake, the World 
Councils' administrative execu- 
tive. He says the new approach, 
stressing that every hungry per- 
son is the responsibility of all 
persons, seeks to bolster just 
and humane social structures. 


It has drawn Protestant, Or- 


thodox, Catholic and often Jew- 
ish forces into more powerful 
alliances of action. It has be* 
come the main front of "sharp 
growth in Christian unity," Dr. 
Smith says. 


Citing many signs of this "in- 


tensification of the churches' 
attempt to make the gospel in- 
carnate at the points of human 
need," he said the chief thrust 
is to refocus "personal ethics" 
toward mitigating the modern 
world's "vast impersonal prob- 
lems of poverty." 


Organizationally, the hub of it 
is the newly-established joint 
Roman Catholic-World Council 
Committee on Society, Develop- 
ment and Peace, headed by a 
Jesuit, the Rev. George H. 
Dunne, at the Council's head- 
quarters in Geneva, Switzer- 
land. 


Functionally, however, 
the 


trend has proliferated through- 
out this country and abroad in 
scores of new interdenomina- 
tional projects to strengthen 
economically - deprived races 
and communities and to use 
church financial pressure in 
their behalf. 


But the steppetiVup religious 


efforts in this direction also 
produced resistance and con- 
troversy, 
including protests 


from 
groups opposing church 


involvement in social issues. 


"Ever since Jesus scared the 


life out of a rich young ruler by 
telling him to sel? all he had and 
give the proceeds to the poor, 
Christians have been ill at ease 
about'property — and for good 
reason," says the Rev. Dr. 
Harvey Cox, of Harvard Divini- 
ty School. 


He says money and property 


have tended to hold "the church 
in captivity," but attempts now 
were being made to break out of 
that mold. 


Biblical passages are "very 


blunt" about this," Father Riga 
writes in the Catholic World. "A 
Christian who has wealth must 
use it in the service of his broth- 
ers who are poor" or stand con* 
demned by "many of the gospel 
texts."

If a man is right in the heart he 
will be right toward all men. We cannot legislate love or kindness but we earn this privilege 
by being lovable and kind. The church must learn that the only message it has is a message 
lived thru the lives of the members. The pronouncements are meaningless unless those who 
read them read them from the lives of its people. The Christian message is "God so loved the 
world that He gave His only begotten Son." This Son was given not to reform governments, 
society, or social justices, but to redeem a lost people from their sins. God's Gift was to 
"whosoever will, let him come and take of the 'Water of Life' freely." If all individuals have 
the Love of God in their hearts then the whole of society will be changed.

NEW YORK (AP) — “ For I 
was hungry and you gave me 
food, I was thirsty and you gave 
me drink, 1 was a stranger and 
you welcomed me, I was naked 
and you clothed me, I was in 
prison and you came to me.” 
Who is that unfortunate one, 
described in Matthew 25, suf- 
fering all these m iseries? 


His identity is the strange 
“ paradox which is Christian, 
ity," says the Rev. Peter J. 
Riga, a Catholic theologian of 
St. Mary's College in Califor­ 
nia. “ The poor man is Christ. 
And the Christian who fails to 
see this will never see Christ,” 
As he himself put it, peoples 
response to him is synonymous 
with their conduct toward the 
world's needy. “ Truly, I say to 
you,*' he said, “ as you did it to 
one of the least of these, my 
brethren, you did it to me.'* 


That is considered the kernel 
of active regard for Jesus. And 
today, after tw o millennia of the 
faith, the churches are intensi- 
fying their concentration on that 
point, in ways and to an extent 
unmatched before. 
“ The major development of 
1968 was the deepening involve* 
ment of the churches at places 
of human suffering,*' says the 
Rev. Dr. Eugene L. Smith, head 
of the New York office of the 
World Council of Churches, in a 
year end summary. 


The mounting operations on 
this front are adding a new di­ 
mension to the old-style prac­ 
tices of individual charity by 
moving toward allaying the con­ 
ditions that keep m asses in des* 
titution and despair. 
“ Charity, though always good, 
is not enough," says the Rev. 
Dr. Elijah Blake, the World 
Councils' administrative execife 
tive. He says the new approach, 
stressing that every hungry per­ 
son is the responsibility of all 
persons, seeks to bolster just 
and humane social structures.

It has drawn Protestant, Or­ 
thodox, Catholic and often Jew­ 
ish forces into more powerful 
alliances of action. It has be­ 
come the main front of “ sharp 
growth in Christian unity," Dr. 
Smith says. 
Citing many signs of this “ in­ 
tensification of the 
churches' 
attempt to make the gospel in­ 
carnate at the points of human 
need," he said the chief thrust 
is to refocus “ personal ethics" 
toward mitigating the modern 
world’s “ vast impersonal prob­ 
lem s of poverty." 


Organizationally, the hub of it 
is the newly-established joint 
Roman Catholic-World Council 
Committee on Society, Develop­ 
ment and Peace, headed by a 
Jesuit, 
the 
Rev. George H. 
Dunne, at the Council's head­ 
quarters in Geneva, Switzer­ 
land. 
Functionally, however, 
the 
trend has proliferated through­ 
out this country and abroad in 
scores of new interdenomina­ 
tional 
projects to strengthen 
economically - deprived races 
and 
communities and to use 
church 
financial pressure in 
their behalf. 
But the stepped-up religious 
efforts in this direction also 
produced resistance and con. 
troversy, 
including protests 
from 
groups opposing church 
involvement in social issues. 


“ Ever since Jesus scared the 
life out of a rich young ruler by 
telling him to sell all he had and 
give the proceeds to the poor, 
Christians have been ill at ease 
about • property — and for good 
reason," 
says the Rev. Dr. 
Harvey Cox, of Harvard Divini­ 
ty School. 
He says money and property 
have tended to hold “ the church 
in captivity," but attempts now 
were being made to break out of 
that mold. 
Biblical passages are “ very 
blunt" about this," Father Riga 
w rites in the Catholic World. “ A 
Christian who has wealth must 
use it in the service of his brotlw 
e rs who are poor" or stand coiv 
demned by “ many of the gospel 
texts."

There are so many who try to proclaim that the churches message is race, labor, equality 
for all. We contend that if the church fulfills its message of presenting the Saviour as the 
answer to m an's need. Civil rights is not the message of the church. In Romans 1:14 we 
read “ I am debtor both to the Greeks, and the Barbarians; both to the wise and to the un­ 
w ise." The Christian is debtor to all men; debtor to bring and share what God has done for 
him with others. We do not find the Jesus of Bethlehem complaining of being born in the stable. 
We do not read of him seeking his rights as He is tried in the Judgment hall. He does not even 
complain because he hasn't a place to lay His head. He asks the Father to forgive those who 
put Him on the cross. This should be a guide for us today. 
We believe that the Christian message is the message of God's love for and to man. The 
church is in the wrong business when it assum es the role of wage control, housing control, 
picketing, and all other non-violent actions. The churches business is to proclaim the Love 
of God for men who are buried in the problems and sin of life. If a man is right in the heart he 
will be right toward all men. We cannot legislate love or kindness but we earn this privilege 
by being lovable and kind. The church must learn that the only message it has is a message 
lived thru the lives of the members. The pronouncements are meaningless unless those who 
read them read them from the lives of its people. The Christian message is “ God so loved the 
world that He gave His only begotten Son." This Son was given not to reform governments, 
society, or social justices, but to redeem a lost people from their sins. God's Gift was to 
“ whosoever will, let him come and take of the ‘Water of Life* freely." If all individuals have 
the Love of God in their hearts then the whole of society will be changed.
